273. (New) A device for intracorporeal use, comprising: 
an expandable structure; 

a source of therapeutic capable agent disposed adjacent the expandable structure, 
and at least one rate-controlling element layer comprising parylast or parylene with a thickness in 
a range from about 50 nm to 10 microns. 
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
